Most of the cantaloupe seed planted in the 
United States comes from the Rocky Ford 


district. The name "Rocky Ford" has long been 


synonymous with cantaloupes. 

The growing conditions that prevail at 
Rocky Ford produce a quality of cantaloupe 
seed that is unsurpassed. This has become 
generally recognized and growers throughout 
the country return year after year to Rocky 
Ford for their planting stock. At first the grow- 
ers seemed fo think that there was some magic 
in the name "Rocky Ford" and that all they 
needed to do was buy seed grown at Rocky 
Ford. Now they realize that it is equally im- 
portant to select the producer of that seed 
at Rocky Ford. The time and attention that the 
seed grower gives his stocks is of greater im- 
portance than the fact that it is grown at 
Rocky Ford.

cantaloupe seed production. But there are a great number of different factors involved 
that can be understood only through long experience. The natural advantages of the 
Rocky Ford district and our own long experience in seed production combine to let 
us offer you the finest cantaloupe seed that it is possible to grow. 
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Washing cantaloupe seed. The washing, drying 
and milling of the seed is under the constant 
personal attention of James B. Ryan. Every phase 
of the harvest is carefully supervised to be cer- 
tain that the seed is kept clean and pure. 


One-pound bags. The photograph shows one of 
our familiar one-pound sealed cloth bags of 
cantaloupe seed. Many growers prefer the seed 
packed in this manner since it eliminates danger 
of mixture and helps in checking the amount of 
seed planted per acre. 


ALL STOCK HAND-CUT 
FOR QUALITY 


We stress the fact that our seed is hand- 
cut. This is a very important factor in deter- 
mining the success of the crop that you grow 
from that seed. 

The method of harvesting cantaloupe seed 
has an important bearing on the quality and 
purity. No machine has ever been invented 
that can determine for itself when a canta- 
loupe is a Hale's Best or a No. 45. No machine 
can tell whether the melon is true to type or 
whether it is a ‘‘cull."’ When all the melons in 
a field are thrown into a harvesting machine, 
the seed that comes out will be no better than 
the melons that went in. 

By hand-cutting the cantaloupes, however, 
each individual melon is examined to be cer- 
tain that it meets all the high standards for 
quality seed. Melons lacking the proper size, 
or netting, or color of flesh, or any other fac- 
tor, are discarded. Off-types are eliminated. 





Under the hand-cutting method, only the finest cantaloupes are saved for seed. This 
gives greater assurance that the crop grown from that hand-cut seed will be of the 
highest standard. 

Every pound of cantaloupe seed that we offer in this catalog has been harvested 
by hand. You will appreciate the importance of this in the success of your own crop. 





A 27-pack crate of melons. Our descriptions 
refer to sizes of cantaloupes as ‘''36's,"’ ''45’s,"' 
etc. This refers to the number of melons of a 
particular size that can be packed in a standard 
or jumbo crate. Thus a cantaloupe that is a 
jumbo 27 in size will pack 27 melons in a jumbo 
crate. 


The most important work of all. Seed is saved 
from perfect individual cantaloupes that have 
exceptional fine qualities. The melons are cut 
and very critically selected, and the seed saved 
and placed in separate little bags. The seed is 
lanted in separate nursery plats where it can 
e observed and selections made for future 
improvement work. 


Today the welfare of our country is largely 
dependent upon the progress and prosperity 
of the farmer. The success of the farmer is, 
in turn, dependent upon the size and quality 
of the crops he produces. The size and quality 
of the crops produced depend, in a large 
measure, upon the seed that is planted. There- 
fore it is of great importance that the seed 
be of very high standard. 

We are cooperating with leading distribu- 
tors, with experimental stations and agricul- 
tural colleges to develop better varieties of 
cantaloupes. Through careful selection im- 
proved strains are produced. Through im- 
proved methods of growing and harvesting 
and through extreme care in handling, we pro- 
duce seed that can be used with confidence.

the seed of the different varieties that we have available. All this seed has been pro- 


duced by the methods and with the care described on the preceding pages. If you

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A Sulphur Resistant Cantaloupe 





The V-1 cantaloupe has been developed for use in mildew infested districts. The V-1 is nod 
mildew resistant, but it will withstand sulphuring, which will in turn prevent mildew. 

The V-I is a medium to large cantaloupe, slightly oblong in shape, with faint stripes, and a close 
net, The flesh is salmon in color, thick and fairly firm. The vines are vigorous and dark green in 
color, and will mature the fruit in 95 to 100 days. 

The application of sulphur to prevent mildew should begin after the true leaves appear and 
should be applied at the rate of about 35 pounds to the 
acre. Later applications should be at the rate of about 
50 pounds per acre. For complete control of mildew 
a light coating of sulphur should be on the leaves at all 
times. Since other melon vines will not withstand sulphur, 
care should be taken that no dust from the sulphuring 
of the V-I drifts over fields of other varieties. 

Considerable improvements have been made in the 
V-1 since its first introduction, and we can offer some 
fine stock of this variety.

Purdue 44 


A New Hale's Best Strain 


PURDUE 44 is a new Hale's Best cantaloupe, selected from our Seed Breeders strain. It has 
all the fine Hale's Best characteristics plus a resistance to alternaria leaf spot. 

In appearance the Purdue 44 melons resemble the Seed Breeders. The fruit are uniform in size 
running to jumbo 36's. There are no pronounced ribs, and the net is heavy and uniform. The flesh 
is salmon colored, thick, and has a high sugar content. The cavity is small and well filled with seed. 
The Purdue 44 will mature in about 85 days. 

The particular characteristic of the Purdue 44 is its resistance to alternaria leaf spot. This is 
a disease of cantaloupes that results in the plant ''firing 
at the hill" and losing most of the leaves at the time 
the fruit is maturing. While the Purdue 44 is resistant 
to alternaria leaf spot, it is not resistant to bacterial 
wilt. 

The Purdue 44 has made a good record since its 
introduction three years ago, and will become increasingly 
popular as it becomes better known. We can recommend 
this melon to the grower who wants an early melon of 
high quality.

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Texas Resistant No. 1 


A New Variety 





This new melon has been developed by the Texas Agricultural Experiment Station for resistance 
to downy mildew and aphids. 


The Texas Resistant Cantaloupe No. | was derived from a cross between an inbred strain of the 
West Indian melon, Rocky Dew Green Flesh, and our Seed Breeders strain of the Hale's Best. The 
melons of this variety are fairly uniform and of relatively small size, about 4!/2 by 5!/2 inches, with a 
moderate netting. The flesh is salmon colored and fine 
textured, with a sweet spicy flavor. The seed cavity is 
small and compact. It is a good shipping melon when 
picked on a full slip. It is as early as the Hale's Best 
in maturing. 


This new Texas Resistant No. | has shown marked 
resistance to downy mildew, but is not immune to the 
disease. Its resistance to aphids is even more outstanding 
than its mildew resistance. Thus far, wherever tried, dust- 
ing this variety for aphids has been unnecessary. This 
variety has also shown some resistance to the melon worm. 


Our supply of this seed is limited, and we are restrict- 
ing the quantities of seed that can be ordered.

The D-2 is one of the earliest of the resistant strains, 
and will mature in about 90 days. The melons are heavily 
netted, very solid, and will hold up under shipment for 
long distances.

It is a moderately small melon, running from standard 45's to 36's. It is nearly 
round, with a heavy close netting over the ribs but no netting over the furrows 
between the ribs. The flesh is pink in color, thick 
and sweet. The cavity is medium to small in size. 
The vines are coarse, medium in size and dark 
green in color, producing a prolific crop of 
melons in about 90 days. 

The Hearts of Gold is one of the best canta- 
loupes for the roadside stand and for nearby 
markets. Its excellent eating qualities and its 
striking appearance have made it a popular 
melon.

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Mildew Resistant 
No. 5 


A New Resistant Strain 





The No. 5 is a powdery mildew resistant cantaloupe developed by Dr. Thomas Whitaker of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Bred for use in districts where powdery mildew is a problem, this 
variety has proved to be 100% resistant to the disease. 

The No. 5 is characterized by a strong vigorous vine with abundant foliage, producing a heavy 
set of melons. The cantaloupe has a relatively low net and is slightly ribbed. The flesh is salmon 
colored, smooth and has a good flavor with an exceptionally high sugar content. The fruit runs 
to jumbo 36's in size, maturing in about 100 days. The No. 5 must be picked on the first sign of 
a slip in order to stand under shipment. 

In some districts, mosaic disease is a problem. Govern- 
ment tests of our seed show it to be free of this disease, 
since it carries no trace of the mosaic virus. 

The No. 5 is the most popular and most successful 
melon in mildew infested districts.

The No. 6 is another new strain of the powdery mildew resistant cantaloupes developed by 
Dr. Whitaker. 

The No. 6 is 100% resistant to the mildew. It can be 
picked on a full slip and stand shipment to distant 
markets. The fruit runs to jumbo 36's in size and are 
weil netted. The flesh is firm, salmon colored and of 
good flavor, although not averaging as high in sugar 
content as the No. 5. The No. 6 is a few days earlier in 
maturing than the No. 5. 

Both the No. 5 and the No. 6 will be used this season 
in those districts where a mildew resistant melon is 
needed. We have a short supply of the No. 6 seed this 
season, and if you intend to plant this variety, we would 
suggest that you order early.

The name "Melogold,"’ derived by contracting the words of “melon of gold,’ aptly describes 
this cantaloupe. 

The Melogold is a white-skinned, pink-fleshed variety 
that has fine flavor and excellent shipping qualities. 
Picked vine-ripened, these melons will reach markets 
in good condition. In sizes it will run to even jumbo 
36's. The fruit is slightly and evenly netted and takes 
on a golden tint after ripening. The flesh is thick and 
unusually smooth in texture. The seed cavity is small 
and compact. About 95 days are required for maturing 
the Melogold. 

The Melogold is especially attractive in appearance, 
which, coupled with fine quality, has enabled it to bring 
premium prices on the market.

TOMATOES 


Tomatoes should be grown in every garden, and it is quite simple to grow your own 
plants. Seed may be planted in a hotbed or in a shallow box in the house. About 
five weeks should be allowed for the plants to reach the proper size for transplanting 
out of doors when the weather has become warm and danger of frost has passed. Sow 
the seeds in rows 3 inches apart, covering 
with one-fourth inch of soil. When the plants 
are about 2 inches tall, transplant to a 
larger box or cold frame and space about 
4 inches apart. When transplanted to the 
garden, plant in rows 4 feet apart and 4 
feet apart in the row. The plants should be 
hardened off before setting in the open by 
giving them plenty of air and letting the 
soil get somewhat dry. Be sure, however, 
to give the plants plenty of water a few 
hours before moving them.
